WITH HIS 


FSTABLISHMENTY 
Of an Allowance for their / ALLES, 


and other Encouragements to his 


lemnly made (ſince Our acceſſion to the 

Throne of this Our Kingdom of England) 

into the State of Our Royal Navy, and the 
general Diſorders into which both ir and it's Diſcipline have of 
late years fallen, We are (among the many other Evils diſco- 
vered therein, and which We have already in great meaſure 
provided Remedies to) arrived at a full Information in that 
particular one, whereto Our Service is in a moſt eſpecial man- 
ner expoſed, from the liberty taken by Commanders of Our 
Ships (upon all opportunities of private profit) of converting 
the Service of Our faid Ships to their own uſe; to the total neg- 
let of rhe Publick Ends for which they, at Our great Charge, 
are ſet forth and maintained, namely, the annoying of Our E- 
nemies, the proteCting the Eſtates of Our Trading-SubjeRs, and 
the ſupport of Our hcnour with Forreign Princes ; And foraſ- 
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much alſo as this Evil ems principally to ariſe from the univer- 
ſal abuſe of the liberty for ſome time indulged to Our ſaid Com- 
mandexs, of 'Tranſporting of Plate, Bullion and Jewels ; to the 
occaſioning thereby the ſaid General miſ-emptoyment of Our 
Ships, and Our want of thoſe full and frequent Accounts of the 
Procedings of Our Commanders abroad, which by their known 
InſtruQtions they ſtand obliged to give Us ; Our will and plea- 
ſure is, and it is hereby ſolemnly declared. 


I. That no Admiral, Commander in chief, Captain of any 
. of OurShips, or other Officers ſerving Us therein, ſhall pre- 
ſume from henceforward upon any pretence, or by vertue of 
any former Allowance, Inſtruction, or Practice whatſoever, to 
receive, dire&, or permit to be received, on board any of 
Our ſaid Ships, any Money, Plate, Bullion, Jewels, or other 
Merchandize or Goeds, (fine or groſs) whatſoever, whether 
belonging to Strangers or Our own SubjeRs, either under pre- 
text of concealing or prote&ting the ſame, or the Tranſpor- 
ting thereof from Port to Port, or from any Forreign Port for 
England, whether upon Application to them made by any Our 
Merchant-Subje&s in Forreign Parts, or from any other in- 
ducement whatſoever, faving by Written Warrant under Our 
own Royal hand, and that only; upon pain of being (on 
conviction } immediately diſcharged from their preſent , and 
rendred incapable of any future Employment in Our Service, 
as alſo of refunding to the uſe of Our maimed Seamen of 
the Cheſt at_Chatham, the full value of the Profits they ſhall 
be found to have made by any violation of this Our Or- 
der, and of ſuffering ſuch further puniſhment, as by the 
Laws of the Sea, they ſhall become liable to for the 
ſame. 


IT. That none of Our aforeſaid General Officers or private 
Commanders ſhall (upon like forfeiture and penalties ) pre. 
ſume to carry, or dire the carrying any Paſſenger or Paſ. 
lengers (whether Strangers or others) of what Degree or Qua- 
lity foever, from one Place to another, in any of Our Ships 


of 
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of War under their Command, unleſs by like particular Or- 
der given in Writing from Our ſelf for their fo doing; ſuch only 
excepted, as by the Eleventh Article of our preſent General 
Inſtruftions they are obliged to receive and pive paſſage to ; 
namely, Our Subjects redeemed from Slavery, Shipwreckt, or 


taken atSea out of ForreignShips. 


NI. That all Admirals and Commanders in chief of Our 
Ships do for the time to come take care, that as often as they 
ſhall have occaſion of giving Orders for the proceding of any 
of Our Ships under their Command on any Service, the fame 
be done in Writing under their hands, with Copies thereof to 
be ſent by the firſt opportunity of Conveyance(by Land and 
Sea) to the Secretary of Our Admiralty for Our information. 
And that the ſame be in like manner done by the Commanders 
of every of Our private Ships, in Tranſmitting to our ſaid Secre- 
tary for our like Information, Copies of every Order they ſhall 
receive from their Admiral, Commander in chief, or other Su- 
perior Officer. 


IV. That every of Our fore-mentioned Officers and Com- 
manders reſpeQively, do obſerve, that as often as Our Service 
requires their going into any Fcrreign Port, they do by the 
firſt Poſt after their arrival, (and ſo from Poſt to Poſt during 
their ſtay there) give Us (through the hand of our ſaid Se- 
cretary) a particular Account of their Proceedings, from the 
date of their laſt, with Abſtracts of their Journals during 
that time ; and that care be taken for their leaving the like 
with Our Conſul or other publick Miniſter in that Place, to te 
by him forwarded to Our faid Secretary, by the firſt Convey- 
ance after their departure thence; ſo as we may at all times 
have a conſtent and thorough knowledge of the Condition, 
Services, and Precedings of all and every of Our Ships 
Employed on Forreign Service , with the occaſions of the 


ſame. 


Laſtly, That at the end of each Voyage, anentire Book, 


containing a perfe& Journal thereof, rogether with a Book 
of 
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of Entries to be kept of all Orders, either iſſued or received 
(as before) by them therein, be delivercd for Our uſe to Our 
faid Secretary of the Admiralty (and (worn to if required) 
by every of Our faid Admirals, Commanders in Chief, and 
private Commanders, immediately upon their coming into 
Port to be laid up, and before the paying oft of the Ships where- 
to they reſpe&ively belong. Both which Books Our faid Se- 
cretary is to cauſe to be well Examined by himſelt, or ſuch 
other Perſon as ſhall be expreſly :appointed thereto, in orcer 
to a Report to be'therefrom made to Us, of the different De- 
grees of Care or negle& wherewith theſe and all other Our 
Orders ſhall appear to have been obſerved, and Our receiving full 
fatisfaction from them therein, before the payment of their 
Wages, or the further allowance hereafter appointed in conſidera- 
tion of their good Service during their ſaid Voyage. 


Of all which as well every Our faid Admirals, Commanders 
in Chief, private Commanders of Our Ships, and other the 
Officers within mentioned, as Our preſcnt Secretary of Our 
Admiralty, and the Secretary of Our Admiralty for the time 
being, are hereby required to yeild full and conſtant obe- 
dience and conformity, as they will anſwer the contrary at 
their perils. 


And to the end, that with the Proviſion thus made, to. 
wards the recovery and advancement of the Honour, Diſci- 
pline, and Proſperity of Our Naval-Service, We may at the 
ſame time Teſtifie Our like Royal Inclination to the giving all 
reaſonable Encouragement to thoſe, who ſhall from hence. 
torward be employed as Commanders in any of Our Ships 
thereby as well to excite and oblige them to a ſtrit comply- 
ance with theſe and all other Our Royal Reſolutions and Orders, 
as the be.ter to enable them to ſupport the Charge and Dignity 
of their ſaid Employments and Entertainment therein, without 
reſorting to Methods of doing it fo injurious to our Honour and 
Service, and waſteful of Our Treaſure, as thoſe before. mentioned 
have been ; Wearein the firſt place graciouſly pleaſed (in favour 
to Our ſaid Commanders) to take upon Our ſelf an encreafe of 
Charge, 
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Charge, beyond what has ever hitherto been at any one time done 
by any of OurRoyal Preleccſlors, namely , by granting (as 
We hereby do) to the Commanders of every of Our Ships and 
Veſſels (Yachts only excepted) an annual Allowance (over and 
above the value of the Vittualling they now enjoy in common 
with their Ship's Companies) for the ſupport of their Tables, 
proportioned to the reſpeftive Rates of the Ships and Veſlcls 
they ſhall happen ſeverally to Command ; the ſaid allowance to 
commence upon thoſe of Our Ships whichare now fitting torih, 
and ſhall at any time hercafter be fitted forth to,the Seas, jrom the 
date and delivery of their Commanders and Signing Oi-crs 
joynt Certificate to the Secretary of Our Admiralty, ani Com- 
miſſioners of Our Navy, of their Ships being compieatiy fitted 
for the Sea, and in readineſs to Execute Our final Orders tor 
their Sailing ; and upon ſuch of Our Ships as are at tus pre- 
ſent abroad, from the day of their Commanders receiving from 
Our faid Secretary (which he is with all convenicut ſpeed to dt- 
ſpatch to them ) Copics of this Our Order ; and to be continu. 
ed both on the one and the other to the Determination of thcir 
reſpeQtive Voyages. 


The value of which allowance hereby ſo granted 1s as 
follows, 
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Wherein Our Royal Intention is, that this allowance for 
Tables granted to Our faid Commanders, as Captains of Pri- 
vate Ships, ſhall not be conſtrued to the taking away or di- 
miniſhing ought of what: has been heretofore Eſtabliſhed to 
Flag Officers, upon account of their Flags. 


And that We may yet the more effetually excite to a vigo- 
rous proſecution of Our Service, ſuch of Our faid Commanders, 
as ſhall be by Us employed in Our Wars with any of the peo- 
ple of Barbary, (ſuch as that wherein We now are, and have, 
to the great Expence of Our Treaſure and hazard to Our 
SubjeAs Trading into thoſe Seas, for ſeveral years been en- 
gaged with thoſe of Sally) We are graciouſly pleas'd farther 
to grant to ſuch Our Commanders the full benefit of all Prizes, 
( both Houlls, Furniture, Lading and Slaves) that ſhall be by 
them taken, whether of Ships of VVar, or Merchant Men, 
faving only the Veſſels of Our Subje&ts happening to have fallen 
into the hands of ſuch Our Enemies; In which caſe the Salvage 
only of the Veſſels of Our Subje&s reſcued , ſhall go to the 
Retakers. The whole of which forementioned Prizes and 
Salvage ſhall be divided between the Commander or Com- 
manders, of ſuch Our Ship or Ships (with their Officers and 
Companies) as were concerned in the Chale and Capture of the 
ſaid Prizes, according to the Law and practice of the Sea. Pro- 
vided always, that no part of the Charge of ſecuring or main - 
taining any of the Veſſels, Lading, or Companies of the ſaid 
Prizes, ſhall be placed to Our Account, from the day where- 
in the fame ſhall be firſt brought into any Chriſtian Port, and 
that the faid Prizes be carried into Port; with as little Charge 
as may be to Us, and without any interruption to the Service 
wherein Our faid Ships were imployed at the time of the 
Capture. 


Laſtly, VVe are hereby graciouſly pleaſed further to declare 
to all Our faid Admirals, Commanders in chief, and private 
Commanders, that as Our Royal ExpeCtation will from hence- 
forward be, to have a ſtrict Account given Us of their careful 
applying themſelves to the Execution and obſervance of theſe 
and 
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and all other Our Orders, with intention of expreſſing Our 
ſevereſt Diſpleaſure againſt ſuch of them (whoever they be) as 
ſhall be found in any wiſe negligent or unfaithful in the fame 3 
ſo are We no leſs graciouſly determined at the End of their 
reſpective Voyages, to Teſtifie by ſome eſpecial Inſtance of 
Our Bounty ( beyond what is hereby already ſo Extraor- 
dinarily provided for them ) Our particular Regard to whoe- 
ver of Our ſaid Commanders ſhall appear to have merited 
the fame from Us, by any fignal Inſtances of their Indu- 
ſtry, Courage, Conduct or Frugality evidenced therein on Our 
behalf. Given at Our Court at Windſor this 15th. day of
